‘In ontlining the case, Mr. 
Gardiner stated that the plaintiff; 
firm was in businese supplying | 
provisions” to sbipe, including’ 
Rassian steamers. Some time ago! 
a certain Ressian steamer came’ 
into the harboar, and the sasiat- 
apt manager of the firm went on 
board fr the parpoge of getting 
cerders, Several stewards were 
seen, bat the present, clsim 
only ocncerned one steward, 
named Serdechnyi, “who wae 
supplying cadete.. Goods! were 
subsequently supplied to’ Ser- 
dechnyi’s orders up to the middle 
of Jsnusry.
